First Consideration Is 
Whether Wifé Died of

TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 9.—The sec- 
ond trial of Maj. Charles A. Shep- 
ard for the alleged poison murder 
of his wife, Zenana, went to the 
jury at 7:03 tonight. 

After three hours, 27 minutes of 
deliberation the panel retired for 
the night at 10:30 p. m., unofficially 
reported to be standing ten to two 
for acquittal. Consideration of the 
testimony probably will be resumed 
at 10 a. m. tomorrow. 

Before the jury retired to study 
the two weeks’ testimony Judge 
Colin Neblett advised the group he 
would not receive their verdict be- 
fore Sunday. 

“IT will be available tomorrow at 
any time,” he said. 

The jury, if it agreed with the 


guilty verdict returned in Shepard's | 


first trial four years ago, had the 
added task of deciding whether the 
retired army doctor should receive 
a penalty of life imprisonment or 
hanging. The previous jury, at 
Kansas City, Kan., decided against 
the death penalty. 
Under Federal Jurisdiction. 

While the Kansas laws forbid 
capital punishment except in cases 
of treason, Maj. Shepard’s case 
came under Federal jurisdiction 
since Mrs. Zenana Shepard died in 
1929 on Governemnt property at 
Fort Riley, Kan. 

After Shepard’s conviction the 
Supreme Court ordered a retrial on 
the ground the trial court errone- 


attributing to Mrs. Shepard — the 
quotation: “Dr. Shepard has poi- 
soned me.”

WINDS UP “JUST 
A STOCKHOLDER’ 


Tony J. Christmann, Belle- 
ville Paint Dealer, Tells 
of Lawson M. Watts’ 


Star-Peerless Venture. 


SAYS HE GOT $90,000 
FROM $255,000 DEAL 


Rest Is in Shares Issued to 
Secure Notes — Turned 
Down $230,000 Cash 
Offer, He Asserts. 


Tony J. Christmann, Belleville 
paint and wallpaper dealer, looks 
back somewhat ruefully, and with 
a bit of self-reproach, as he recalls 
the two-year effort of Lawson M. 
Watts, former St. Louis banker, to 
establish himself in the brewery 
business. 

So far as Watts was concerned, 
the business venture came to an 
enc a few days ago when the stock- 
holders of the Star-Peerless Brew- 
ery at Belleville failed to re-elect 
him as a director, and when the 
directors subsequently dropped him 
from his $8000-a-year job as vice 
president and general manager. 

Watts, a former vice-president 
of the First National Bank in St: 
Louis, of which his father, Frank 
O. Watts, is board chairman, filed 
in bankruptcy in the Federal Court 
in St. Louis last Wednesday, list- 
ing liabilities of $340,924 and assets 
of $33,475. He described himself as 
unemployed. 

“Now Just a Stockholder.” 

Tony Christmann made a com- 
|fortable fortune in the paint and 
|} wall paper business in which he 
ifirst engaged 50 years ago. He 
'started carrying his ladder on his 
back from house to house. Now 
he has a large store half a block 
from the Belleville public square, 

He and Mrs. Christmann did not 
zo South this winter, as has been 
their custom in recent years. The 
trouble over the brewery was the 
| reason. 
| “Now I am just a stockholder in 
‘the brewery instead of owning it,” 
Christmann said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday. He is one of the 
new directors. 

The Star Brewery, now the Star- 
Peerless, was one of the oldest 
breweries in the St. Louis area. It 
was established in 1854. Before 
prohibition it was a _ flourishing 
business, with a modern plant on 
a 14acre site a few blocks from 
the Belleville business district. 

Ten years ago, after prohibition 
had made the plant idle, Christ- 
mann bought it. He manufactured 
ice and malt, but he had to put 
about $10,000 a year into the plant 
to maintain it and pay taxes. 

Sale to St. Louisans. 

After repeal of prohibition he 
thought he saw an opportunity to 
get his money back and make a 
profit. Some Belleville business 
men sought to acquire and operate 
the brewery. They offered $230,000, 
which would have given Christmann 
a modest profit. But promoters 
were interested in breweries and 
from St. Louis came the offer of a 
brokerage house to pay $255,000. 

“I studied over it a long time,” 
Christmann said. “I wanted the 
Belleville men to have it, but $25,000 
was a lot of money. I told them I 
would go 50-50 with them and give 
up $12,500 if they would raise their 
bid to $242,500. They wouldn’t come 
up a dollar, so there was nothing 
for me to do but sell to the St. 
Louis parties. 

“Now I realize 
been better to have sold to Belle- 
ville men. They would have paid 
cash, and I would have had my 
money and been out of the brew- 
ery. Now I am involved in stock 


deals and lawsuits.” 
The brokerage house that had 
made the deal expected to get 


money from stock sales to pay 
Christmann for the property. It 
encountered difficulties in working 
ou’ the plan, and Watts and nis 
associates stepped in. 


Paid in Shares and Notes. 

The Watmoor Investment Co., a 
corporation that had been orgaa- 
ized by F. O. Watts, was used to 
carry out the new arrangement. 
The new brewery company was )dr- 
ganized with authorization to issue 


150,000 shares of common stock, par 
value $5 a share. The new corpora- 
tion issued 77,685 shares to Christ- 
mann as payment for the property, 
and the Watmoor company gave 
its notes to Christmann covering the 
price and was to take up the stock 
he held as it paid off his notes. 
It depended on stock sales to the 
public to get the money to pay the 
notes. 

The stock was offered to the pub- 
lic in 1933 at $6 a share, but it did 
not go well.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—More 
powerful bases on the West Coast 
and at strategic points in the Pa- 
cific were disclosed on Capitol Hill 
today to be a primary goal of the 
navy. 

Plans for a $20,000,000 program to 
strengthen bases, shipyards and 
drydocks at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, 


it would have: 


Coco Solo in the Canal Zone, and 
on. the Pacific Coast have been laid 
before Chairman Vinson (Dem.), 
Georgia, of the House Naval Com- 
mittee. 

The money would come from the 
$300,000,000 fund for “normal Fed- 


eral Public Works” in the Govern- | 


ment’s 1936 budget. A small share 
of the funds would be expended on 
the Atlantic Seaboard. 

Along with $20,000,000 which has 
been allocated to the army, $40,000,- 
000 would be provided altogether 
from the fund for national defense 
operations centering largely in the 
Pacific. 

With nearly $11,000,000 of its 
share the army is planning to start 
an $18,000,000 air base in Hawaii, 
provide better seacoast defenses 
including improved anti-aircraft 
guns, and undertake much needed 
construction of barracks and quar- 
ters at army posts. 

Just how the navy would split its 
$20,000;000 was understood to be a 
matter for future determination. 
But the decision to use most of it 
in the Pacific was said to have 
been influenced by the fact that the 
fleet has been concentrated in those 
waters during much of the last two 

ears. 

House Group For Air Base. 

The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee was advised today by Chair- 
man McSwain (Dem.), South Caro- 
lina, that his Military Committee 
had indorsed appropriating $11,000,- 
000 for the Hawaiian air base. 

This proposal and plans for 
strengthening coast defenses were 
discussed at a secret meeting of 
the army high command and Mc- 
Swain’s committee yesterday. 

At the same time, Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, chief of staff, recom- 
mended to the committee the pur- 
chase of 800 new armored and 
equipped airplanes at a cost of $90,- 
000,000, in order to give the Army 
the aerial armada of 2320 modern 
aircraft recommended by the Baker 
committee. 

These additional aircraft were 
necessary, MacArthur said in a 
memorandum, to expand the new 
general headquarters airforce to 
give it 900 fighting units for its 
Pacific, Atlantic and Gulf coast 
divisions. 

Nothing Offensive Implied. 

After the conference, McSwain 
stressed that “nothing offensive” 
should be implied. “It is so easy 
for some people to misinterpret,” he 
said. “Purely defensive measures 
were under consideration.” He said 
the propositions would have been 
considered even if Japan; had not 
scrapped the Washington naval 
treaty. 

Besides MacArthur, the War De- 
partment was represented by Briga- 
dier General Charles E. Kilbourne, 
assistant Chief of Staff; Major-Gen- 
eral Benjamin D. Foulois, chief of 
the Air Corps, and Lieutenant-Col- 
one] Frank M. Andrews, command- 
er of the General Headquarters 
Airforce. 

MacArthur, in discussing aircraft 
procurement, said that the 1936 ap- 
propriations would permit purchase 
of 488 planes, which, with an an- 
nual dc >reciation and loss of 400 to 
500 would allow little progress on 
the air expansion program.

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MOVE TO ENABLE 


TENANTS 10 BUY 
LAND THEY FARM 


Senator Bankhead to Offer 
Bill Providing for Gov- 
ernment Loans at Low 
Interest Rate. 


CONCERN OVER RAPID 
GROWTH OF TENANCY 


Long Amortization Terms 
for Those Now on Land, 
Money for Equipment — 
Share Cropper Problem.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9. — A 


move to enable farm tenants to buy. 


the land they now farm through the 
aid of Government loans at a com- 
paratively low rate of interest is ex- 
pected to take shape Monday with 
the introduction of a bill by Senator 
John H. Bankhead (Dem.),. Ala- 
bama. 

Although the bill will not have 
the open sponsorship of the admin- 
istration, it will embody the ideas 
of many in the Government who 
have been concerned over the rapid 
rise of farm tenancy during the past 
five years. The bill to be intro- 
duced by Bankhead, father of the 
Compulsory Cotton Control Act, is 
aimed specifically at tenancy in the 
South, but it would include in its 
loan provisions all other regions as 
well. 

Bankhead would provide loans at 
a rate of interest probably fixed at 
4%5 per cent, with a long term 
amortization, to tenants now occu- 
pying farms. His bill, which is be- 
ing put in final form, also contem- 
plates loans for farm equipment 
where necessary. The tenant would 
be set up as an independent farmer 
in every respect. 

Disturbances in Arkansas. 

The measure, as now drawn, does 
not provide for dispossessed ten- 
ants. Bankhead denies that ten- 
ants and share-croppers have been 
put off farms by owners and land- 
lords as a result of the operation 
of the AAA cotton reduction pro- 
gram. 

“T know of only two such cases 
in my State,” Bankhead said. “That 
trouble in Arkansas was the result 
of agitation by outsiders.” 

Bankhead referred to the recent 
disturbances growing out of meet- 
ings of the tenants and share- 
croppers’ union in Arkansas, @s @ 
result of which several leaders who 
had addressed union meetings were 
beaten by armed bands. In re- 
sponse to numerous demands, the 
AAA sent Dr. Mary Coner Myers 
of the AAA legal staff to investi- 
gate the status of tenants who 
claimed they were put off of land 
they had farmed and were not al- 
lowed to share in the AAA benefits. 

Dr. Myers, who returned to Wash- 
{ncton some time ago, said today 
that she had virtually completed 
her report and would shortly turn 
it over to Chester Davis, AAA ad- 
ministrator. The decision as to 
whether it will be made public will 
rest with Davis. 

How Plan Would Work. 

The plan proposed by Bankhead 
would set up regional boards sim- 
jilar to those -created under the 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation. 
Such boards, composed of a busi- | 
ness man, a farm expert, a farmer, 
and perhaps a banker, would pass 
upon the tenants applying for 
loans, Bankhead said. 

“Under this bill,” said the Ala- 
bama Senator, “where there were 
10 tenants on a farm, each of the 
10 would have the opportunity of 
acquiring his tract of land. The 
house and barn are already there, 
so acquisition of the land would 
make the tenant a farmer on his 
own. It would include share-crop- 
pers, too, because the share-cropper 
is really a tenant.’ 

Bankhead’s proposal coincides 
with a program for tenant-purcnase 
contracts that M. L. Wilson, As- 
sistant Secretary of Agriculture, 
has been studying for some time. 
Wilson was formerly head of the 
Fairway Farms Co. in Montana, 
which sought to enable tenants to 
buy their land, loaning money ad- 
vanced by the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion at low rates of interest. The 
continued decline in agricultural 
prices and drouth doomed the Fair- 
way Farms Co. to failure, accord- 
ing to Wilson. But he is confident 
that such a plan can be worked out 
by the Government to take ad- 
vantage of a rising market for 
farm produce. The Department of 
Agriculture, Wilson said, will not 
introduce a bill of its own, but will 
work with various Senators who 
are interested in putting over some 
scheme such as Bankhead’s for 
reducing tenancy. 

Problem Under [ebate. 

This is a problem that has taken 
up considerable time in th- Senate 
during the past week in the course 
of debate on the Farm Credit Act. 
Senator Louis Murphy (Dem.), 
Iowa, pointed to the extraordinary 
increase in tenancy in the Middle 
West. Farms were falling into the 
hands of the banks and corpora- 
tions that held the mortgages, at an 
ever increasing rate, he said. In one 
county in Iowa, he stated, 85 per 
cent of the farmers were tenants, 
while the rate for the entire State 
was bout 62 per cent. 

Bankhead, who estimates tenancy 
in Alabama at 70 per cent, holds 
that there has been no increase 
in the ratio of tenant farmers to 
owner farmers in recent years in

Alibi for Servant. 

Mrs. Morrow, widow of the for- 
mer Ambassador to Mexico, testi- 
fied that Miss Sharpe was at the 
Morrow home in Englewood until 
about 7:45 the night of the kidnap- 
ing and that she returned to the 
home about 11. The baby was kid- 
naped from the Lindbergh home at 
Hopewell, many miles distant. 

At the conclusion of Mrs. Mor- 
row’s testimony the defense moved 
for a directed verdict of acquittal, 
which Justice Trenchard promptly 
denied. 

Defense Counsel Reilly said: “So 
that the jury may thoroughly un- 
derstand this procedure now, I un- 
derstand that your honor holds (in 
denying the motion) that it is a 
question of fact to be determined 
by them.” Justice 
“That is it.” 

Just before Court adjourned Jus- 
tice Trenchard addressed the jurors 
and for the first time asked them 
not to take their usual week-end 
bus ride. He said: 

“Ladies and gentlemen of the 
jury, I wish that you would not go 
out either today or tomorrow on a 
bus ride. I wish that you would 
not do that, and please do not do it, 
nor undertake to do. it. 

“Of course, there is no reason in 
the world why you should not take 
appropriate exercise in the custody 
of your officers, either on the hotel 
veranda or on the pavements, if the 
pavements are fit to walk on.

and come in at 10 o’clock on Mon- 
day morning.” 

Defense Testimony. 


The State’s effort today to estab- 
lish Violet Sharpe’s whereabouts on 
the night of the kidnaping was in 
answer to defense testimony earlier 
in the week. Mrs. Anna Bonesteel, 
a restaurant owner of Yonkers, N. 
Y., testified that she had seen Miss 
Sharpe the night of the crime, wait- 
ing in her restaurant, a blanket on 
her arm, for two men who finally 
drove up in an automobile and took 
her away. Another defense wit- 
ness, Peter Sommer of New York, 
testified several days ago that he 
had seen a woman strongly resem- 
bling Miss Sharpe boarding a street 
car at the Forty-second street (New 
York) ferry, a two-year-old baby in 
her arms. 

The name of “Red” Johnson, who 
was a friend of Betty Gow, nurse 
of the Lindbergh baby, was brought 
into the testimony again in the 
closing minutes of the case. 

George Marshall, night watchman 
at the Morrow estate, testified that 
he knew Johnson, and that John- 
son—who at one time was ques- 
tioned in connection with the case 
—was acquainted with Violet 
Sharpe. 

“He was there (at the Morrow 
estate) several times,” Marshall 
said. “I met him there.”

Trooper Lewis J. Bornmann of 
the - New Jersey State Police force 
was called as the first witness to 
rebut the testimony of Charles De 
Bisschop, Waterbury (Conn.) lum- 
ber man and contractor, who tes- 
tified for the defense that he did 
not think the State’s exhibit 226, 
a board, had ever been nailed to 
the joists in the attic of Haupt- 
mann’s home. The prosecution 
has offered testimony to prove that 
a rail of the kidnaper’s ladder was 
part of a board in Hauptmann’s at- 
tic and that Hauptmann’s plane 
was used in construction of the 
ladder. 

Bornm nn, in whose name the 
State leased Hauptmann’s home aft- 
er the carpenter's arrest, identified 
eight nails which, he said, had 
held the board in place before he 
removed it on Sept. 26, 1934, seven 
days after Hauptmann’s arrest. He 
also pointed out the marks left 
by the pressure of the board against 
the beams. 


Wood Expert Recalled. 


Koehler, the State’s wood ex- 
pert who had followed closely 
the testimony of De Bisschop, was 
recalled at the morning session to 
rebut testimony of defense witness- 
es which had contradicted his. 
Koehler repeated his previous tes- 
timony, amplifyirg it in places. 

The State, which had already of- 
fered rebuttal to impeach the tes- 
timony of two of Hauptmann’s ali- 
bi witnesses, attacked another 
through Leo Singer. Louis Kiss 
testified for the defense that he 
delivered a bottle of rum to Singer 
on the kidnaping night—and saw 
Hauptmann when he dropped into 
a bakery for coffee. Singer said Kiss 
delivered the rum late in the 
month. 

The Day’s Testimony. 

Detective Bornmann was the first 
witness called today. He told how 
he obtained the floor board in 
Hauptmann’s garret. It is from this 
board the State contends one of 
the ladder uprights was cut. 

Bornmann explained he had lift- 
ed the attic board from the joists 
with his hands without the aid of

lumberman, had testified for the 
defense that the boards were not 
same piece. 

Koehler demonstrated 
tinuity of “bead” in the center of 
both boards.

“It is obvious, of course, these 
two boards were not exactly next 
to each other,” he continued. “How- 
ever, when I hold them a few 
inches apart the matching of the 
surface grain is very apparent.”

Friend of Miss Sharpe Testifies. 


Ernest Miller, the first witness to 
be called to clear Miss Sharpe, the 
Morrow tmaid, was then sworn. He 
was questioned by Assistant Attor- 
ney-General Robert Peacock. 

Q. On March 1, 1932, did you know 
Violet Sharpe? A. I did. 

Q. Were you with her that night? 
A. I was. 

Q. When did you meet her that 
night? A. I met her at the Morrow 
estate with Elmer Johnson, and a 
girl. It was 8 o'clock. 

Q. Where did you go? A. To 
Orangeburg Peanut Grill, that’s in 
New York State.

“We have every sympahy for this 
woman,” Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Woodward told the Court, “but the 
State must gauge its recommenda- 
tion by the punishment that juries 
have assessed in similar cases in 
the past. The State will recommend 
a sentence of a year in the Work- 
house on each charge, to run con- 
currently, on the defendant’s plea 
of guilty.” 

Smith, a 29-year-old office man- 
ager, then pleaded guilty, and the 
judge followed Woodward's recom- 
mendation.

DIES AT ATLANTA 


Author of More Than 20 Nov- 
els, Besides Short Stories; 
Was 65 Years Old.

ATLANTA, Ga:, Feb. 9. — Mrs. 


Corra Harris, writer, died today in 
Emory University Hospital, where 


she had been a patient since Jan. 
27, when she suffered a heart at- 
tack. 

She was author of more than 20 
published novels and many short 
stories. For the last three years 
she had a column in the Atlanta 
Journal under the heading, “Candle- 
lit.” 

Corra Harris was the pen name 
of Mrs. Lundy Howard Harris. 

One of her best known books was 
“A Circuit Rider’s Wife,” which 
Mrs. Harris actually was, for her 
husband, the Rev. Lundy Howard 
Harris, was a Methodist circuit 
rider. 

The author summed up her faith 
in the magazine Forum in 1928 in a 
debate with Dora Russell, wife of 
Bertrand Russell, on the subject 
“Are We Happier Than Our Grand- 
mothers?” Mrs. Russell answered 
the question with a vigorous 
“Yes,” citing easy divorce, birth 
control and increasing economic 
equality with men as boons to the 
modern woman’s happiness. 

Mrs. Harris, countering with an 
equally strong “No,’ upheld what 
She described as the old-fashioned 
thesis that “only the truly good 
could be happy.” 

Born at Farm Hill, Ga., March 
17, 1869, Mrs. Harris was the daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Tinsley R. 
White. She was married to the 
Rev. Mr. Harris on Feb. 8, 1887. 
He died in September, 1910, just as 
his wife was approaching the zenith 
of her literary career. 

The first published story by Mrs. 
Harris appeared in the Atlanta Con- 
stitution and a little later, in 1899, 
she began writing for the Inde- 
pendent. For several years there- 
after she met with success with her 
series of “Brasstown Valley Stories” 
in the American Magazine. 


One of her books that created 
wide discussion was “A Circuit Rid- 
er’s Widow,” which was interpreted 
in some quarters as an attack on 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. Replying to that charge 
Mrs. Harris said she believed in the 
church, its doctrines and its original 
purpose, but she also believed that 
the minister portrayed in her book 
was “the preacher to come who will 
deliver this church from what is al- 
most a military system of govern- 
ment.”

jority of old people who are _ in 
need of public assistance are now 
on Federal emergency relief rolls, 
in addition to which there are, in 
some states, a considerable num- 
ber of aged people who are now 
receiving old age pensions. 

“Under the pending bill,” Witte 
continued, “the old age assistance 
grants are to be an amount which, 
when added to the income of the 
applicant and his or her spouse, is 
adequate to provide a reasonable 
subsistence compatible with de- 
cency and health. With this stand- 
ard, the amount of grants will vary 
in each case, with the needs and 
circumstances of the _ pensioner. 
Manifestly, smaller grants’ will be 
needed in rural areas than in me- 
tropolitan districts. 

“In states in which old age pen- 
sion laws are now in operation, the 
grants averaged $18.75 per month 
in 1933 and $16.47 in the early fall 
of 1934. The states which have 
been granting old age _ pensions, 
moreover, are on the whole much 
more industrial than the _ states 
which now have no old age assis- 
tance laws; hence, it is probable 
that the average pension grants in 
states not now having such laws 
will be lower than in the more in- 
dustrial states. 

“Grants to persons on relief in 
1934 averaged -$25.83 per family. 
There was, however, a very great 
difference in these grants among 
the states, ranging from $10.33 in 
Oklahoma to $44.94 in New York. 
Similar variations will doubtlessly 
occur in the old age assistance 
grants. Since these grants are 
made on an individual basis, they 
will manifestly tend to be lower 
than the average monthly relief 
grants per family.”

JURY UNABLE 10 AGREE 
IN BEER FLAT MURDER 


Discharged After Arguing 
Over Confessions. Harry 
Jerrold Made to Police. 


Unable to agree on a verdict in 
the trial of Harry Jerrold, charged 
with murder in the attempted hold- 
up of a beer flat three years ago, a 
jury in Circuit Judge Connor's 
Court was discharged yesterday.

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NEW OIL CONTROL BILL 
BY HOUSE COMMITTEt 


Apparently Compromise Be- 
tween State Regulation and 
Outright Federal Rule. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—An oil 
control bill, apparently a compro- 
mise between State regulation and 
outright Federal control, was ap- 
proved today by the House Inter- 
state Commerce Committee. 

The measure was described as 
giving the President greater discre- 
tion to determine when production 
should be curtailed under State 
laws so as better to balance supply 
and demand. 

The committee took the Connally 
bill, already approved by the Sen- 
ate, and rewrote it entirely. The 
Connally measure would have given 
the Government specific authority 
to regulate shipments of illegal oil 
in interstate commerce and stipu- 
Jated that carriers should be gov- 
erned by its provisions. 

The House Committee’s bill would 
empower the President, when he 
found the oil supply so excessive 
as to unbalance supply and de- 
mand, to prohibit transportation of 
oil in interstate commerce when 
produced or withdrawn from stor- 
age in excess of quantities fixed by 
State laws or by State regulatory 
agencies.

Hat in Ring 


For Presidency But He 
Has Eye on 1940, Not 1936 


Traveling With Louisiana Senator an Excit- 
ing Adventure—Armed Bodyguard 
Watches Him Constantly. ;

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9. — Two 
weeks in the immediate vicinity of 
Senator Huey P. Long provides 
enough excitement to satisfy the 
average person for the better part 
of a lifetime. Wherever this 
human cyclone goes, things start 
happening. If events fail to occur 
naturally, he produces them. It is 
safe to say that no other public 
man in America maintains such a 

terrific pace. 

Take Gen. Hugh Johnson, Billy 

Sunday, Peck’s Bad Boy, David 
Harum, Beau Brummel, Jean Val- 
jean and Mussolini, mix thorough- 
ly with tabasco sauce and nitro- 
glycerin, boil eight minutes and 
you will have something resem- 
bling Louisiana’s big bad wolf. The 
nation is just beginning to hear 
from him. A majority of Ameri- 
cans probably still regard him as a 
joke. Barring accidents, they will 
get over that. 
Nothing that is written here is 
intended either as praise or blame. 
Whether Long is statesman or dem- 
agogue, mounteback or menace, is 
a question which may well be left 
to the verdict of history. That his- 
torians will feel compelled to ren- 
der a verdict is already assured. 

Scheming and Monkeyshines. 
This account is simply an effort 
to describe the charged atmosphere 
which envelops him to convey the 
sense of danger which pervades the 
air argund him, to give some idea 
of his colorful personality, to por- 
tray the bold ruthlessness with 
which he drives toward his objec- 
tives, to point out the formidable 
scope and size of the propaganda 
machine which he is constructing, 
and to hint at the cool, scheming 
intelligence which functions  be- 
hind his monkeyshines. As I have 
stated in recent dispatches from 
Louisiana, those who came to 
laugh remained to weep. 

Unless his plans are changed by 
unforeseen events, Huey will be a 
candidate for the Democratic pres- 
idential nomination against Roose- 
velt next year. He has. already 
changed the Louisiana election laws 
so that he will be renominated for 
the Senate in January, thus giving 
him ample time to make his presi- 
dential campaign—and, incidental- 
ly, insuring that he will retain his 
Senate seat in case he is not nom- 
inated for the presidency. 

His Eye Actually on 1940. 

After studying the signs and 

portents, it is this writer's conclu- 


| sion that Huey does not expect 


| 


to 
beat Roosevelt in 1936. He does ex- 
pect to make a formidable showing 
in the primaries, to advertise him- 
self on a national scale, and—which 
may be more important—to build up 
Long organizations in most of the 
states. 

Actually, he has his eye on 1940. 
He_is betting that Roosevelt’s. re- 
covery measures will fail, and that 
the country will recognize him— 
Long—as the only strong man to 


whom it can turn for. salvation. 
Huey is only 41. He can afford 
to wait.

flared against his rule in Louisiana. 
Huey calmly took a few days off, 
flew down to Baton Rouge, and 
produced an imposing array of 
witnesses who testified that the re- 
bellion was instigated and financed 
by the Standard Oil Co. of Louisi- 
ana, in retaliation for the 5-cents- 
a-barrel tax which Long had or- 
dered the Legislature to impose on 
the company at the famous special 
session in December. 

True, some of the witnesses had 
unsavory records (one was a form- 
er Federal informer in narcotic 
and prohibition cases). True, the 
presiding Judge was appointed by 
Long’s privately-owned Governor, 
Oscar K,. Allen. But, in sum, the 
evidence was impressive, The re- 
bellion subsided with suddenness. 
Another Special Session, Perhaps. 

Huey, as I have previously re- 
marked, is perhaps the best open- 
field runner since “Red” Grange. If 
the 5-cent tax remained in force, 
Standard of Louisiana might move 
its refineries to Alabama, Missis- 
sippi or Texas. It is the largest 
industry in the State, and employs 
many people. Therefore, it would 
not surprise this writer if Huey 
called another special session of the 
Legislature about 30 days hence, 
and reduced the tax tol cent a 
barrel. 

Moreover, there is reason to be- 
lieve that other details are lurking 
in the back of Huey’s henna-hued 
head which might require the at- 


tention of the Legislature. He 
would have called the special ses- 
sion last week, but the story of 


the “assassination plot” seemed so 
perfect that he decided to let it 
sink in for a while. 
Long’s Armed Guard. 

There has been much derisive 
comment and some _§ speculation 
about Huey’s bodyguard. Concern- 
ing its grim reality, this writer can 
testify. In Baton Rouge it consist- 
ed of approximately half a dozen 
state highway patrolmen in 
plain clothes, and armed with .45- 
caliber automatics—two or three 
detectives from the Bureau of 
Criminal Identification and Inves- 
tigation, four National Guardsmen 
with fixed bayonets, and _ squat, 
swarthy Joe Messina, former tailor. 

In Washington he is guarded by 
three men. One is a captain and 
one is a sergeant of the Highway 
Patrol, and the third is a member 
of the Bureau of Criminal Identi- 
fication and Investigation. The cap- 
tain, known to me only as “George,” 
‘is a stocky silent, heavy-lidded 
|man, with an imposing record for 
| being “quick on the draw.” He is 


! , 
/ never more than arm’s length from 


Huey. The bureau man is a for- 
|mer motorcycle policeman with nu- 
merous medals for marksmanship. 
Obviously, they were selected with 
|}care. Any one of the three would 
|shoot at the drop of a hat. 

George packs a weapon the like 
of which I had never seen before. 
It is about 18 inches long, and has 
a massive revolver butt. It is dou- 
| ble-barreled and .20 gauge, and is 
loaded with buckshot shells. George 
describes it as a “burglar gun.” 

“Very effective at close range,” 
was George’s comment. “Kill a 
man at 75 yards.” 

On automobile trips, George has 
an innocent-looking paper package 
between his knees, an oblong pack- 


age. The paper is broken on the 
lower side. The package contains 
the “burglar gun.” The broken 


spot gives access to the triggers. 


Riding With Huey. 

Last Sunday afternoon a caval- 
cade of about 10 cars left Baton 
Rouge for New Orleans. Huey had 
concluded his triumphant investi- 
gation of the “murder plot,” and 
was returning to Washington, via 
Atlanta—where, by invitation, he 
addressed the Georgia House of 
Representatives. He waved two 
newspaper correspondents into a 
car in front of the hotel. Then he 
came to the window and said. “I’d 
like to ride down with you. fellows 
and tell you something about this 
road I built. You know, they ac- 
cused me of stealing a lot of money 
on that contract. I'd like to show 
you how expensive that job was. I 
had to dredge the road bed out of 
the swamp—but I don’t like to ex- 
pose you.” 

“To what?” this writer inquired. 
“Hell, how do I know to what?” he 
rejoined. “Some crazy man may 
be parked behind a tree down there 
somewhere, with a machine gun. 
And if he gets me, he'll get you, 
too.” 

We observed that if he could take 
the chance, we could, so Huey piled 
in. He explained the construction 
of the road in great detail. When 
the State engineers were stumped 
by the problem of preventing the 
road from sinking into the treacher- 
ous subsoil, Huey stepped in and 
devised a composition that would 
“float.” As I recall, it consisted 
largely of oyster shells. 

Story of a Curve in a Road. 

This road, 100 miles long, from 
Baton Rouge to New Orleans, is 
called the “airline.” There is only 
one bend in it. About 30 miles 
south of Baton Rouge it curves 
around an abandoned and dilapidat- 
ed sugar refinery. Gleefully, Huey 
narrated the history of the curve. 

“The road should have gone 
right through the middle of it,” he 
said. “It had been advertised that 
the road would be perfectly 
straight. The dad-zgummed refin- 
ery had been out of business for 
years. I went to the owner and 
offered him $2500 for the dad- 
gummed thing. He insisted that he 
had only closed down for repairs. 
od said his place was worth $10- 


“So you think you can hold up 


Huey Long,’ I said. ‘Brother, you 
never made a worse mistake. May- 
be it would be monotonous to have 
a hundred miles of road without 
a curve in it. Maybe we need just 
one curve, andI have decided that 
the place to have it is right around 
your sugar mill.’ 

“A little while later his lawyer 
came to me, and said his client had 
decided $2500 was about right. I 
told him I wouldn’t think of it. A 
little while later the lawyer came 
around and said the prospects for 
the sugar mill didn’t seem so good, 
and his client was willing to take 
$1500. I told him I wasn’t inter- 
ested. 

“After we started building the 
road, the lawyer came again. He 
said his client had decided there 
was no future for the mill, and it 
wasn’t worth repairing. He would 
take $500. I said that I had my 
heart set on that curve, and noth- 
ing under God’s shining sun could 
change my mind. And that, gen- 
tlemen, is the reason why there is 
a bend in the ‘airline’.” 

Pistols in Vest Pockets. 

During this recital we were trav- 
eling 75 or 80 miles an hour. In 
the 10 automobiles which formed 
the procession I had counted six 
machine guns. Among the members 
of the party were at least 50 au- 
tomatics. 
Huey, himself, goes armed. As 
he checked out of his suite in 
Baton Rouge, he inquired casually 
of Joe Messina: “Where’s my sand- 
wiches?” Knowing that Huey has a 
hearty appetite, I thought he was 
asking for real sandwiches, 

“In the top drawer of the 
dresser,” Joe replied. Huey saun- 
tered over to the dresser and tok 
from the top drawer two .45-caliber 
automatics, and dropped them—of 
all places—in his lower vest pock- 
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ets. I suspect that he has his tai- 
lor (the best in New Orleans) make 
those pockets especially deep. 

A $5500 Fee for Long. 

During his brief jaunt to Louisi- 
ana, Long took care of certain 
other details. He flew back to 
Washington and made a speech in 
the Senate, which, in the opinion 
of some Senators, defeated Ameri- 
can adherence to the World Court. 
He went back and appeared before 
the Louisiana Public Service Com- 
mission, as its counsel, and obtained 
a reduction of 3 cents a kilowatt 
hour in the Baton Rouge-electricity 
rate. For this, he received a fee 
of $5500. Under a law passed by 
the Legislature, at Huey’s behest, 
the costs of prosecuting a_ rate- 
reduction case against a Louisiana 
public utility are assessed against 
the utility. So the company paid 
Huey $5500 for reducing its rates. 

He is ruthless, and has. often 
been accused of cruelty. On his 
train from New Orleans to Wash- 
ington, a newspaper correspond- 
ent became very ill. The reporter 
had written harsh things about the 
“Kingfish.” He had called him a 
“clown.” He had ridiculed him 
unmercifully—and Huey had read 
his stories. Personally, however, 
he liked the man—had put him 
down as a “square shooter.” 

He visited this man’s berth every 
hour until midnight. He inquired 
about the possibilities of obtaining 
a doctor. He made suggestions con- 
cerning what should be done for 
him. He was, in short, as thought- 
ful as a mother. And all the time, 
he had two automatics in the lower 
pockets of his vest. 

Given to Robust Language. 

Over the radio, and in his pub- 
lic speeches, Huey says “dad- 
gummed” and “dad-blamed.” In 
private, his language is more ro- 
bust. He is a plain, old-fashioned 


“eusser.” His profanity is not elo- 
quent or original like, for example, 
that of Gen. Johnson, (who once 
called a Cabinet member, “that re- 
volving—,” and then explained that

He has issued strict orders 
that no member of his entourage 
take a drink, and if a bottle is 
found among them, the responsible 
person will be fired.

ROOSEVELT WITHDRAWS 
LAST OF PUBLIC LAND 


President's Action Is Preface 
to Nation-Wide Conserva- 
tion Program. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—In pre- 
paration for a nationwide conserva- 
tion program, President Roosevelt 
today withdrew all remaining pub- 
lic land from use. 

His latest order, completing that 
of last November, affects about I1,- 
200,000 acres, and withdraws from 
settlement, location, sale or entry 
the entire 165,695,000 acres of public 


domain. 

The November order was to make 
possible segregation of 80,000,000 
acres as permanent livestock graz- 
ing areas under the Taylor Act. 

The President said today’s with- 
drawal, applicable to 12 states, was 
“pending determination of the most 
useful purposes to which they may 
be put in furtherance of the land 
program and conservation and de- 
velopment of natural resources.” 

He added that this land, not suit- 
ed to profitable growing of crops, 
was destined for the conservation 
and development of forests, soil and

A director in that firm was 
Garabed MBirshirgian, naturalized 
Armenian known as the “Pepper 
King” who was indicated in early 
reports as the prime mover in the 
pepper combine. Financial circles 
said today, however, he was mere- 
ly a “figurehead” for the group of 
operators who tried to make for- 
tunes in pepper and -shellac.

The Sunday Dispatch lists 
Reginald McKenna, chairman of 
the Midland Bank, and Sir Hugo 
Cunliffe-Owen, chairman of the 
British-American Tobacco Co., 
among those who took up shares.

New Federal Regulation, Now 
Effective, on Automatic or 
Repeating Shotguns.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s order limiting the 
capacity of magazine and other 
repeating shotguns to three shells 
will be of “incalculable advantage 
in the preservation of our migra- 
tory waterfowl,’ Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace said today, in ex- 
plaining the latest amendment to 
the Federal hunting regulations is- 
sued under the Migratory’ Bird 
Treaty Act of 1918. 

“The order,” Secretary Wallace 
continued, “will deprive no one of 
the privilege of hunting such birds 
and will meet an exceedingly wide- 
spread demand throughout’ the 
country.” 

The new regulation, which be- 
comes effective immediately, ap- 
plies only to automatic loading or 
hand operated repeating shotguns 
used in hunting ducks, geese and 
other migratory game birds. Users 
of these types of weapons are re- 
quired to have the magazines 
stopped with plugs that cannot be 
removed in the field, or must have 
the magazines cut down to the re- 
quired shell capacity. 

Repairs necessary to bring the 
guns within the provisions of the 
new regulations, the Department of 
Agriculture biological survey de- 
clared, will cost little and arms 
companies, having in mind the in- 
terest of sportsmen now in posses- 
sion of such guns, have agreed to 
co-operate in this conservation 
measure. 

The new regulation, the survey 
said, marks a reform in wild fowl- 
ing long advocated by sportsmen 
and conservationists, and was 
made urgent by the alarming de- 
crease in the number of ducks. 

The actual order provided that 
game birds may not be taken 
“with or by means of any automatic

HEN the United States Supreme Court 
W moves to its magnificent new marble 
temple toward the end of the present 
term, the simple existence that this branch 
of the Government alone has retained from 
an earlier past will end.

Bronze Doors of Main Entrance. 


Marble steps lead to a broad marble porch 
and ceremonial doors of bronze on which are 
cast in low relief the figures of great law- 
givers, from Solon on down through the 
eighteenth century. This main entrance opens 
directly into the lofty marble-lined corridor, 
which leads to the. courtroom itself. Here 
one may already gain an idea, although the 
bench itself is not yet in place, of how im- 
pressive will be the setting of America’s high- 
est court.

An Inferno of Hate, 


Plots and Terrorism” 


“State of False Peace Cannot 
Be Prolonged Indefinitely, 
Historian Writes. “Even If 
It Does Not Lead to New 
Wars, It Will Lead 


Revolutions.”

GENEVA, Switzerland, Feb. 9. 

FEW weeks ago I received a visit from 
A one of the most prominent leaders of the 

Pacifist movement. He is secretary of 
the leading Peace Society of Europe. He 
came to complain of increasing indifference 
of all countries toward the Pacifist move- 
ment, and to ask my opinion on this, to him, 
extraordinary phenomenon. 

“‘The public is indifferent to your move- 
ment for two reasons,’ I replied, ‘‘because 
at the present time there is no serious dan- 
ger of war, and because the peace enjoyed by 
Europe is of no value. 

‘“‘The public will not defend a peace which 
is not menaced and which is a false peace, 
when it gives the people none of the satis- 
factions they have the right to demand of a 
true peace. 

‘“Peace has always been desired because it 
gives prosperity, tranquility, confidence, gen- 
tleness of manners. In the whole globe there 
are only two small wars in progress — in 
China and in Chaco. But almost everywhere 
poverty is on the increase, everyone is un- 
easy in mind. No one is sure of the future. 
The regime of terror is spreading over the 
earth. It is just as though the world were at 
wer... 

“This is an extraordinary situation of 
which I do not know an analogous case in 
history.’ 

A famous philosopher of the XVIIth Cen- 
tury, Spinoza, said: ‘‘Peace is not the ab- 
sence of war, it is a virtue.’” That is to say, 
a state of mind, a disposition for benevolence, 
confidence, justice, respect for the rights and 
merits of others. 


Doubts Present Peace. 


All peoples and tnose who govern them 
should meditate on this profound thought, 
The peace of our epoch is not a virtue, it is 
a mere absence of war. The cannon is silent 
everywhere except in the wild, snake-infested 
solitudes of Chaco -and in cold northern 
China. But human minds everywhere are 
mutually hostile, full of hate and distrust. 

I do not say that the absence of war, even 
though it does not mean true peace, is not 
from many points of view preferable to actual 
war. For young men between 20 and 40, for 
instance, it is in any case preferable to strug- 
gle painfully to make a position, than to be 
in the trenches waiting for gas shells or 
clouds of poison gas. But that is only a neg- 
ative and transitory advantage. 

This state of false peace cannot be pro- 
longed indefinitely; even if it does not lead to 
new wars, it will lead to revolutions. What 
the world needs is to attain to a state of 
true peace, the peace of which Spinoza spoke, 
What steps must be taken to accomplish this? 

From 1914 to 1918 the Great Powers of 
the world, including the United States. and 
Japan, allowed themselves to be drawn into 


a war of monstrous proportions, which has 


hardly be more striking. The courtroom in 
the Capitol will seat, by dint of crewding, 90 | 
members of the public and 104 members of | 
the bar.

But they are visible in the flesh, 
as ordinary men in business suits. In the new | 
building the offices have been so arranged 
that it will not be necessary for the Justices 
ever to cross a public corridor in going from 
their private quarters to the bench, or even 
in going from their cars, driven into the base- 


ment, to their respective suites. It is plain 
that this will enhance the atmosphere of 
awe that now surrounds the court. 


Court Former Senate Chamber. 


Although the new bullding will be in every 
way more convenient and efficient than the 
present quarters of the high court, one may 
readily understand the earlier reluctance of 
many of the Justices to leave the present 
room. For it is a room that seems to bear 
the actual weight of the past, a kind of patina 
of history, like the mellow color that comes 
to aged bronze. The gilt eagle with the scar- 
let ribbon of liberty in his beak has heard 
Clay, Webster, Calhoun.

That is why it would be useless to try to 
stop the war in the Chaco, It seems to have been 
proved that the world, as represented by the 
League of Nations and the Great Powers, is 
not capable of finding a rational and pacific 
solution of this conflict. 

Moreover, if it were capable, it would not 
have the means of imposing it. on the bellige- 
erents. It is better to leave them to settle 
their conflict by the only remaining means, 

The war in the Chaco will not trouble the 
universe or disturb the march of civilization, 
| any more than many other small wars in his- 


‘tory.

date wars will be inevitable in Europe also;

Any 
discerning student of our social and eco- 
nomic transitions during the past three- 
quarters of a century cannot but admit 
that the judiciary elected under the con- 
vention system was more responsible for 
the growth of special privilege and the 
vested interests than any other contrib- 
uting factor. 

As for the claim that the convention 
system would once again make the party 
responsible for the performance of its 
Judges, why, good old Popeye has a name 
for it—Pooey!

If this goal is reached this year, the amendment 

will have been before the states for 11 years. Would 
ratification after so long a period be sanctioned by 
the Supreme Court? There is no decision that defi- 
nitely settles the question, but the court has ruled 
(Dillon vs. Gloss, 1921) that the ratification of an 
amendment “must be within some reasonable time 
after the proposal.” If that common-sense dictum 
were not enforced, a proposed amendment might 
hang fire for a hundred years, might be voted down 
again and again, and yet might be written into the 
Constitution under circumstances utterly different 
from those that prompted its submission by Congress. 
In the opinion referred to, the court said it was a 
“fair implication” from the Constitution that ratifi- 
cation of an amendment “must be sufficiently con- 
temporaneous” in three-fourths of the states “to re- 
flect the will of the people in all sections at rela- 
tively the same period, which of course ratification 
scattered through a long series of years would not 
do.” The court quoted approvingly from a writer 
on the Constitution who said that “an alteration 
of the Constitution today has relation to the senti- 
ment and the felt needs of today” and that “if not 
ratified early while that sentiment may fairly be 
supposed to exist, it ought to be regarded as waived. 
and not again to be voted upon, unless a second time 
proposed by Congress.” 
The question then arises: What is a reasonable 
time? It is perhaps significant that in each of the 
three instances in which Congress has fixed a time 
limit for the ratification of an amendment, it has 
fixed seven years. Also, it is to be noted that. the 
longest period that any amendment has actually re- 
quired for adoption is under four years. If the 
child labor amendment is ratified this year, it will 
have been before the states almost three times as 
long as any other successful amendment. 

We submit that 11 years exceeds a reasonable time 
for ratification. 

Upon consideration of the arguments on both sides, 
and in the light of events since the amendment was 
first proposed, we are against the amendment on its 
merits. It would build still higher the towering 
bureaucratic structure at Washington—a structure 
that has grown enormously in the last few years. 
It would. diminish still further the rights and the 
duties of the states to deal with local problems in

The amendment is more than a proposal to prohibit 
child labor. It provides that “the Congress shall 
have the power to limit, regulate and prohibit the 
labor of persons under 18 years of age.” That is a 
sweeping grant. It is a grant of power not only over 
employment but over labor, and over the labor of 
youths of both sexes up to the age of 18. It is 
argued that we can trust Congress not to abuse that 
power. So it was argued in the case of the 
eighteenth amendment—and we found ourselves 
saddled with the Volstead Act and the Jones 5-and-10 
law. The Supreme Court has held in a long line 
of decisions that an express power vested in Con- 
gress “may be exercised to its utmost extent.” When 
the amendment was before Congress, every effort to 
restrict the proposed power was voted down. 

It is argued that the amendment should be adopted 
as a means of equalizing competition throughout the 
United States. If this is a valid line of reasoning, 
then Congress should have the power to go further 
and regulate the conditions of adult labor everywhere 
in the United States. The fact that competitive 
advantages exist in the vast area of the United 
States, advantages often due to natural causes, is 
no s®und argument for loading down the Constitu- 
tion with amendments. 

No right-thinking person wants the exploitation of 
child labor. The states are making steady progress 
toward the elimination of this evil, just as they 
were making steady progress in rational control of 
the liquor traffic when the eighteenth amendment 
was adopted. There are backward states, to be sure, 
but the fact of their backwardness does not justify 
the abandonment of our fundamental distinction be- 
tween national and local governments. We have 
had enough and too much of that sort of thing 
in the last few years. 

Concretely, the backwardness of certain states does 
not warrant a constitutional amendment giving Con- 
gress the power, through a new Federal bureaucracy 
at Washington, to “limit, regulate and prohibit” the 
labor, of whatever character and wherever performed, 
of every person under 18 years of age in all the 
states.

We are delighted to print today a letter from 
Chairman Hannegan of the Democratic City Com- 
mittee, in which he says we were wrong in creating 
the impression that he is opposed to permanent reg- 
istration. We were led to suppose that to be his 
position because of his expressed objections to the 
Walsh permanent registration bill. 

We have long favored permanent registration be- 
cause (1) it is far more economical than the present 
system and would save the taxpayers of St. Louis 
mom $75,000 to $100,000 a year, a potent argument 
in times like these; (2) because it ministers to the 
convenience of voters, who are not compelled to re- 
register every four years; (3) because it contains 
such strong safeguards against fraud as the signa- 
ture requirement. 

Those are the three basic virtues of a permanent 
registration bill and they are contained in the Walsh 
bill, now pending. However, we are not wedded to 
the Walsh bill, as such. If Mr. Hannegan can pro- 
duce a bill of his own to set up a sound system of 
permanent registration, by all means let him do so. 
Success, of such a bill would redound to the benefit 
of himself and his party, to say nothing of satisfying 
a great and growing public demand. 

Aside from being chairman of the Democratic City 
Committee, Mr. Hannegan is the city’s official legis- 
lative representative at Jefferson City. He is in an 
ideal position to act on this question. For our part, 
we should like nothing better than to sit back and 
watch his smoke. 


THE NEW HEAD OF THE RED CROSS. 

In the appointment of Admiral Cary T. Grayson 
as national chairman of the Red Cross, to succeed 
the late John Barton Payne, there is assurance that 
there will be no lowering of the high standards of 
that organization and no change in its non-political 
character. 

Admiral Grayson, cr, as he prefers to be called,

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ENGLAND’S FASCIST MOVEMENT. 

Sir Oswald Mosley, leader of the British Union of 
Fascists, has taken his organization’s name, its sym- 
bol, its salute and its shirts from the Italian model. 
Now he follows the German pattern in creating a 
special guard, to be known as the “Elite Section,” 
and to occupy the position held in its heyday by 
Hitler’s Schutzstaffel. These men will present an 
innovation in British public affairs, being committed 
to the use of violence as an instrument of party 
policy. 

This development should help inform the British 
public, devoted as it is to free speech and an untram- 
meled franchise, as to what Fascism means. The 
avowed use of violence is a typical Fascist tactic, and 
has historical precedent in Italy, Germany and else-. 
where. The Nazis, in fact, first came to public atten- 
tion through the energy with which they broke up op- 


ponents’ meetings, picked street brawls and adminis- 
tered beatings. Mosley’s Fascist program has other 
typical characteristics: the appeal to patriotism, the 
denunciation of Parliament as a futile debating so- 
ciety, the alluring picture of blessings under dicta- 
torial rule, the vague promises of general reform. 
Will Fascism, now an active movement in En- 
gland, triumph there as it did in Italy and Germany? 
No one can say, but it has a great obstacle to over- 
come in the traditional British devotion to democratic 
institutions and the suspicion of imported doctrines. 
Perhaps a.greater obstacle is the strong British labor 
movement, politically revivified since its past set- 
backs, and fully aware of labor’s fate in the coun- 
tries where Fascism has triumphed.

After 30 years Fritz Kreisler’s sin has found him 
out. The man has been practicing a rare, perhaps 
unique, imposture. He has been stealing from him- 
self. He has been taking the riches of his own 
mind and accrediting them to old masters long gone, 
and an enraptured world has joyed and wept and 
thanked, in many orisons, “the wondrous name of 
God.” 
Possibly here and there the stern, unbending mor- 
alist may be found to condemn this deception, the 
reason for which will only further endear the artist 
to his enslaved legions. Paradoxical as it may seem, 
the reason for this misrepresentation was the man’s 
artistic integrity, plus a dash of modesty. Early in 
his career, he explains, he was confronted with the 
necessity of enlarging his programs, and he thought 
it tactless to repeat his own name over and over. 
So in the good cause he drafted colleagues from the 
bourne whence none returns—Porpora, Pugnanin, 
Couperin and Padre Martini—to speak in words that 
“never brag or lie or flatter or malign.”

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Rise of the Nazis 


A HISTORY OF NATIONAL SOCIALISY. 
By Konrad Heiden, (Alfred A. Knopf, 
New York City.) 


organization is, without 
question, the National Socialist German 
Workers’ party, customarily and more 
briefly known as the Nazi party. This or- 
ganization has done more than capture con- 
trol] of its country’s Government, for the 
party now is the Government. Nor has it 
been content to dominate merely the gov- 
ernmental structure,. but has placed its 
swastika brand on every phase of the peo- 
ple’s activity. 

The basis of the Nazi party’s sweeping 
control is the spoils system, developed to 
epic heights, Not only governmental posts 
but private positions, socia]) benefits, even 
citizenship and sometimes life itself, depend 
on the individual’s attitude toward the 
party. No political minority embarrasses 
the ruling majority with criticisms, for 
both political opposition and criticism have 
been abolished, Parliamentary discussion 
has given way to dictation from above. 

To reach such perfection of control, a 
tremendously efficient party machine and 
a leadership of overwhelming personal 
powers are required, How did this super- 
party develop, and how did it win its com- 
plete mastery over Germany? Konrad 
Heiden can and does answer these ques- 
tions, as the result of his long study of the 
party. For 15 years he has watched its 
growth, attended Nazi meetings, pored over 
the speeches, documents and books emanat- 
ing from the movement. As political corre- 
spondent for the Frankfurter Zeitung, he 
reported the stages of its development. 

* . + 

Heiden’s two books on the subject—“His- 
tory of National Socialism” (1932) and 
“Birth of the Third Reich” (1934)—are con- 
sidered the most authoritative in all the 
mass of literature that has come out of 
the German revolution. The present vol- 
ume is a translation of the greater part 
of those books, plus a final chapter analyz- 
ing the happenings of 1934, forming to- 
gether a 428-page study of the movement. 

The writer is definitely anti-Nazi, having 
been of Republican convictions since his 
student days, Despite his personal senti- 
ments, which meant exile for him and the 
banning of his books, he presents his facts 
with a scientist's impartiality. In this ob- 
jectivity lies the value of his work to those 
who would understand the Nazi movement. 
Because he tells the story in such full and 
unprejudiced detail, his adverse conclusions 
take on a greater weight. 

Heiden’s portraits of Nazi leaders differ 
considerably from those found in the flood 
of apologetic and denunciatory literature 
that the Third Reich has loosed. Hitler to 
him is a man of mediocre will but great 
brain. “The planning of his campaign for 
power. is an intellectual achievement of a 
high order,” Heiden says. “As a mob leader, 
Hitler is unrivaled today and almost un- 
equaled in history.” 

The whole history of Nazi-ism naturally 
centers about Hitler, though he was not 
the founder of the movement. That for- 
gotten man was an obscure locksmith, 
Anton Drexler. Hitler joined the tiny party 
in 1919, and became the seventh member

of its “inner cell.” Soon he had altered 
its objectives, captured control and Drexler 
was thrust into oblivion. 

This is a theme repeated often in Na- 
tional Socialism’s development. It has never 
hesitated to cast out leadfmg figures when 
their usefulness ended, or to alter its 
course as new needs arose, or different ap- 
peals to public sentiment seemed necessary. 
Opponents in the struggling Republic were 
weak and confused, and Nazi leaders took 
prompt advantage. A scapegoat was needed 
for the people’s troubles, and the Nazis 
preached anti-Semitism. Violence was adopt- 
ed early to put down all activities that, to 
quote Dr. Goebbels, were “likely to distract 
the minds of our fellow nationals, which 
are in any case liable to waver.” 

All instruments of propaganda were de- 
veloped to the highest efficiency. And when 
ruin threatened, “Declining National Social- 
ism and declining capitalism spent their 
last effort in helping one another to rise 
anew.” So wide and general were the 
leaders’ promises, says Heiden, that every 
kind of political theory was at length repre- 
sented in the party, subject to only one con- 
dition: “Unconditional submission to Hitler’s 
personal leadership.” 

How the party rose to its heights of 
Supremacy is an involved and exciting story, 
which the writer traces with a sure, skill- 
ful hand. The chief secrets of its triumph 
at length become evident—wizard-like ex pe- 
diency plus dictatorial leadership, backed by 
force. The book is a full-length study of 
this unprecedented movement, and a volume 
of solid historical worth. F. G.

HEAVEN’S MY DESTINATION. By Thorn-

HORNTON WILDER, by his past con- 
duct, deserves to be considered sincere 
in his dramatizations of philosophy, but the 
reader of “Heaven’s My Destination” be- 
comes frequently and uneasily suspicious 
that he is being laughed at. For just what, 
if anything, Wilder attempts to prove in 
this uproarious saga of a textbook salesman 
who irritates the world is impossible to say 
without further elucidation from the author. 
If this six-foot, 23-year-old evangelist 
named Brush preached only the tenets of 
Christ and Gandhi, Wilder's indulgence of 
him would be understandable: but he de- 
claims, too, against woman smokers, drink- 
ers of both genders and Sunday travelers. 
His earthly ambition is to found “an Amer- 
ican home,” and the loveliest spot short of 
his destination is, to his mind, the Sunday 
dinner table when mother and father and 
six children gather round. In short, he’s a 
Middle Western nuisance, bent with epic 
dignity upon reaching Heaven. 

Wilder seems to like him. So do we, in 
spots, but there are moments when we fairly 
yearn for his incarnation so that, like the 
more intelligent characters in the book, we 
may sock his logical, prudish head. Per- 
haps the key to Wilder’s attitude lies in 
the fact that Brush has everything but 
imagination, and the more imagination the 
other characters have, the more un-Chris- 
tianly they behave. 

In “The Bridge of San Luis Rey,” Wilder 
dealt with the problems of life and death in 
a mood of poetic mysticism, To him the

ENJAMIN STOLBERG was

Balkan Problems. 

Why is the problem of Central 
Europe becoming insoluble? There 
are five small states—Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, Hungary, Austria, Rumania 
and Yugoslavia—which all with 
equal energy claim contradictory 
rights. 

There are only two ways of set- 
tling these conflicts: Either by sub- 
mitting the five states to a superior 
authority which would decide each 
one’s rights, or by allowing them to 
fight, so that each state could pro- 
portion its rights and pretensions 
to its strength. Strength is rather an 
uncivilized way of measuring right; 
but when there are no others! 

Today both of these solutions are 
impossible. The higher authority 
which would decide the rights of 
each State in a definite manner, 
enforcing acceptance of its de- 
cision, does not exist. 

The .Great Powers are not in 
agreement between themselves. The 
League of Nations is without au- 
thority, 

But the Great Powers, if they 
are not capable of deciding between 
the small] states of Central Europe, 
at least succeed in preventing them 
from fighting, for fear of being 
drawn into the conflict themselves. 

In this manner the disagree- 
ments of Central Europe are be- 
coming exasperated to the point of 
insolubility. Each people meas- 
ures its pretensions, not according 
to a higher principle, or according 
to its real strength, but according 
to its right, of which it is the sole 
judge, 

Each people ends by convincing 
itself that it is entirely in the 
right and that the adversary is en- 
tirely in the wrong. The center of 
Europe has thus become an inferno 
of hate, intrigue, plots and terror- 
ism,

If the Great Powers continue to 
join in the small conflicts, as they 
have done for 15 years, without 
having the authority and the ‘unity 
of views necessary to impose rea- 
sonable solutions, we shall never 
emerge from the present disorder 
and uneasiness. 


Truces Are Illusions. 


There will only be short periods 
of truce, which for a few months 
will give the illusion of a definite 
solution. 

It may appear strange that in 
order to lead the world to a true 
peace, the possibility of wars, even 
small and limited, should be ad- 
missable in Europe. 

But that is the law of life. The 
true peace, which is a virtue, is 
only possible through renunication 
and sacrifice. 

What is in fact taking place to- 
day? The Great Powers, including 
the United States and Japan, do not 
want war anywhere, on any con- 
tinent, for they are too much afraid 
of the consequences. 

But to have true peace everywhere 


they would have to make so many 
renunications and sacrifices of all 
kinds that they prefer not to make 
any. 

Thus the world has fallen into 
the disorder and uneasiness of a 
false peace. 

It would be much better were 
the Great Powers to make the 
necessary renunications and sacri- 
fices, so as to establish true peace 
within their sphere of action, even 
if outside this sphere small wars 
continued to occur from time to 
time. There would thus be some 
hope of saving at least the vital 
centers of Western civilization from 
the disorder which is increasing 
daily.

IN SMOKE EXPERIMENTS 


Washington U. Engineering 
School Applies for Grant of 
Several Thousand Dollars. 


Washington University’s engi- 
neering school has applied to the 


PWA for a grant of several thous- 
and dollars to continue experiments 
on the elimination of smoke. 

Hugh Miller, State engineer of 
the PWA, said yesterday t vas un- 
derstood that the application met 
with the approval of the City Plan 
Commission and that it would be 
listed as a desirable undertaking in 
the national inventory of public 


of Administrator Ickes. 

Prof. A. S. Langsdorf, dean of the 
engineering school and vice-chair- 
man of the City Plan Commission, 
called the attention of Miller's of- 
fice to the work being done at the 
university. Experiments have been 
made by Dr. Philip A. Shaffer of 
the medical school on the use of 
catalyzers, or agents of chemical 
change, to promote the oxidation of 
organic substances. 

This led to a study of the effect 
of catalyzers in promoting combus- 
tion of the volatile substances in 
smoke. Several small models were 
built to show the possibility of elim- 
inating smoke completely in burn- 


ing soft coal, with the use of cataly- 


zers. Results were so interesting 
that it was desired to continue the 
work with ordinary household heat- 
ing apparatus; also to investigate 
the effect of catalyzers on sulphur, 
and to determine cost of installing 
and operating furnaces equipped 
with catalyzing auxiliaries.

The pure- 
ly academic function of this board 
is to organize the notoriously unor- 
ganized consumer to brave the 
massed power of Big Industry in 
its drive toward scarcity.” 

The authors seek to puncture one 
of the most persistent New Deal 


theories—that all that is necessary

The actual fact, Stolberg and Vin- 
ton insist, is that less is being spent 
on Federal and local public works 
than during the boom years up to 
1929. 

Although labor’s position under 
the New Deal has been actually 
lowered, “Big Business, with the 
aia of the NRA, has been extract- 
ing greatly enlarged profits from 
our stricken society. Our great 
industrial corporations increased 
their profits during the first nine 
months of 1934 by 76 per cent as 
acainst the same period in 1933.”

“When profits rise while wages 
lag,” they say in conclusion, “it 
means but one thing. It means 
that behind the vivid confusion of 
the New Deal, the redistribution of 
the national income is stealthily and 
fatally progressing upwards, and 
that the power of Big Ownership 
is steadily enlarging.

“Anything Goes,” Musr- 


cal Comedy Leader, Sells 
For $100,000 to Screen. 


OWEVER inferior the movies 

may look to the pundits of 

dramatic art along Broadway, 
the fact remains that this season, 
as indeed for many before, sundry 
impresarios, authors and performers 
are courting Hollywood for finan- 
cial rewards. 

Although a show may not be able 
to garner’ any great success in 
New York, it often is excellent ma- 
terial for movie adaptation and the 
sale of movie rights has many 
times in recent years paid produc- 
tion costs and something to spare. 
Half of the gains usually go to the 
author and half to the manager. 

The motion picture rights, more- 
over, may never be utilized. There 
was the case last year cf Para- 


mount, paying $75,000 for the 
ribald comedy, “Sailor, Beware,’ 
which, even before the clean-up

AVING made a_ée considerable 
H excess with “Here Comes the 

Navy,’ its producers set about

Carnera would not 
have been able to come up for the 
second round, had Baer been in 
condition. He had to stall and 
clown through most of the fight 
to recover.

Not a Real Test. 


“T° HE interesting new feature of 

major league baseball this 
year will be Cincinnati's test of 
night baseball. Inasmuch as only 
seven games will be permitted, 
the experiment will not be conclu- 
sive. It is highly probable that 
crowds will turn out for each 
game—because of the small num- 


| ber permitted. Opinion based on 


the attendance at these seven 
games will not necessarily mean 
definite approval of night base- 
ball for the entire league. Curios- 
ity may bring fans out, for a few 
shows. But a sustained schedule 
of night games might pall. 

The major leagues have regard- 
ed night baseball skeptically—per- 
haps with justice. Baseball is a 
daylight sport and should perhaps 
remain so, unless conditions make 
patronage to the fullest degree 
impossible. 

But if circumstances continue 
to make it difficult for daytime 
workers to go to baseball, then 
beseball will have to leave its 
traditions behind and go to the 
worker.

67 Night Baseball Parks. 

AST year, a survey by Edgar 

Brands in a recent issue of 
Sporting News disclosed, some 67 
baseball parks in the minor 
leagues served night baseball to 
patrons. And they prospered. In 
fact. the minor leagues today seem 
to be on the uptrend where the 
major leagues are wondering just 
what the future has in store for 
them. 

This year baseball men antici- 
pate that perhaps 100 minor 
league parks will dispense night 
baseball—and the Cincinnati Na- 
tional League club will feel out 
the situation for the majors. In 
some cities, and Cincinnati is one, 
it may be that night baseball 
would help the big leagues.

The past year or so seems to 
have indicated that baseball has 
been trending toward week-end 
attendances. Working men who 
like the game can’t afford to take 
time off of their pay checks to 
attend ball games. In fact, taking 
time off from work is not 80 
good now, when jobs are as scarce 
as refrigerators at the North Pole. 

Naturally, everyone would pre- 
fer to see daylight baseball. But 
if conditions make it possible for 
them to view it only at night, 
then the men in the business will 
have to sell the public what it 
wants when it wants it. 

The great improvement in light 
facilities today make the argu- 
ment of insufficient lighting 
merely a childish objection. Any- 
one would rather see baseball sur- 
vive by night rather than die by 
day.

MILWAUKEE. 
HREE men of sci- 
ence met recent- 
ly in Flemington, 
New Jersey. By 
day, they were 
under the eyes of 
all the world, for 
they were star wit- 
nesses against 
Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann. In the evening, outside 
the courtroom, they had much to 
talk about, for 11 years ago they con- 
victed a man in one of the most scien- 
tific trials on record. 

They were Arthur Koehler of the 
('nited States Forest Products Lab- 
oratory at Madison, Wis., who testi- 
fied at Flemington that the kidnaper'’s 
ladder and a floor board in Haupt- 
mann’s attic came from the same piece 
of lumber; John F. Tyrrell of Milwau- 
kee, who declared the handwriting of 
Hauptmann’s samples and the kidnap 
notes “identical,’’ and Albert S. Os- 
born, who pronounced the evidence 
against Hauptmann as writer of the 
notes “irresistible, unanswerable, 
overwhelming.” 

In 1923, in the case of the 
‘Marshfield Yule Bombs,’ though 
their testimony was as striking, the 
stage had not been set by interna- 
tional interest. But their solution 
was so dramatic that the Postoffice 
Department displayed the evidence 
in the Philadelphia Sesquicentennial 
exposition. 

\ package inscribed ‘“‘Do not open 
before Christmas’ was mailed in De- 
cember, 1922, to James A. Chapman, 
a farmer of Wood County, Wisconsin. 
When he cut. the string, with Mrs. 
Chapman looking on, hell belched 
forth. Chapman saw red stains 
spreading over his wife’s apron, saw 
her falling, and reached out to help 
her—-but only a part of his right hand 
was there. Mrs. Chapman died. Chap- 
man survived. 

Only bits of wood and metal and 
scraps of paper remained of the bomb, 
and only suspicion existed of the 
maker, but science named the murder- 
er just as surely as though he had 
written his return address on the 
package. A jury thought so, at any 
rate. 

Chapman, an old resident of the 
community and chairman of the 
county board, apparently had not a 
real enemy in the world. The only 
friction of any sort that his neighbors 
recalled had been with one John Mag 
nuson, another farmer, over a drain 
age project of which Chapman was a 
commissioner. It was hardly a killing 
matter, but Magnuson had _ talked 
about his 30-30 going ‘‘peck-peck- 
peck’’ when the dredge reached his 
land, and the dredge had blown up 
miysteriously when it got within 20 
rods of his line, so the postoffice in- 
spectors decided that he was the only 
suspect in the murder and locked 
him up. 

The torn paper wrapper of the 


“Christmas package’ was pieced to- 
eether, The address read, “J. A. Chap- 
man, R. 1. Marsfilld, Wis.” in printed 
script. One end of the bomb was 
found intact and enough pieces were 
dug from the walls and ceiling to re 
construct the infernal machine. 

It consisted of a piece of white eln 
about 14 inches long and an inch and 
one-quarter square, with a hole bored 
through it lengthwise to receive ua 
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brass tube containing a 
wagon bolt inside of a coil 
spring. A slot in one edge of 
the block held a triangular 
steel trigger, with one notch 
that fitted under the head 


of the bolt, and another, Pro}. 


in its outer edges for the 
wrapping cord. When the package was 
tied up, the trigger would force the 
bolt back, compressing the spring, and 
cock the bomb as one cocks a rifle. 
At the end of the wagon bolt, a 
small firing pin was fastened so the 
bolt, when released, would drive it into 
the cap of a shotgun shell from which 
the paper part had been cut away 


SHORT piece of gas pipe, with a 
coupling and a small collar, was 
screwed on the end of the block 
aS a container for the explosive, which 
was identified as picric acid, made by 
the Government from wartime T, N. T. 
for the use of farmers in blasting 
stumps. <A detonating cap evidently 
had been buried in the explosive. 
With the bomb reconstructed, the 
investigators turned to Magnuson's 


farm in search of evidence that he 


had made it Magnuson laughed at 
the suspicion, saying.that no man 
would commit murder over a drainage 
argument. He knew his rigpts under 
ihe law but he gave the officers free 
access to his premises 

“Did you ever work white elm on 
your lathe?” he was asked 

“No.” he replied. “Il never had any 
on the place ash, Oak and hemlock. 
but no white elm.’

Magnuson had a 
fine workshop. The searchers found 
a variety of tools and materials. 
lengths and couplings of -iron and 
lead pipe; pieces of wood. but no 
elm; a dismantled brass bed. some 
of the tubing of which corres 
ponded to the piece in the bomb: and 
a set of coil springs from a mail order 
house. More significant discoveries 
were the brass end of a shotgun shell 
with the cap explodeg and a box of 
picric acid blasting sticks. Both might 
have been found on any farm of the 
neighborhood, except that the paper 
had been cut away from the shell as 
if it might have been used to test the 
bomb, and that some of paper-wrapped 
blasting sticks had been broken open 
and emptied. 

Before they left. the investigators 
swept up the sawdust under the lathe. 
and one of them removed a triangular 
trip from a gas engine because it 
looked something like the trigger in 
the bomb 

Theodore Brazeau, “the little giant 
of Wisconsin Rapids,’ was named 
special prosecutor.

The veteran court 
stenographer who took the testimony 
at the preliminary hearing was out- 
spoken among friends, calling {t an 
outrage and expressing firm belief in 
the defendant's innocence. The de- 
fendant’s attorney told his familiars, 
“The man is innocent. If they convict 
that fellow I'll never take another 
case.”’ 

Brazeau surveyed his evidence: The 
partly reconstructed bomb, the heter- 
ogenious collection’ from Magnuson’s 
premises, and some samples of the 
prisoner's handwriting. He could not 
go before a jury with that: in fact. he 
was not sure of Magnuson’'s guilt him- 
self Hie sent the bomb wrapper and

Magnuson was still laughing when 


his trial began. Neither he nor his 
counsel had much doubt of the out- 
come. The prisoner watched with a 
broad grin while Brazeau scattered 
exhibits—mostly “junk’’ from Mag- 
nuson’s workshop——over the surfaces 
of two broad tables. He chuckled at 
the testtmony of the handwriting ex- 
perts and looked around to see if the 
jurors were getting as much of a kick 
out of the scientific palaver as he was. 
The jury, however, was not watching 
him. Its interest had been gripped, 
and continued to be held, by the pres- 
entation of scientific evidence so 
graphically that farmers and house- 
wives could understand.

And it was evident 
inquiry would have to be made in De- 
troit, where the prisoner had lived 
and where he had been sentenced to 
the penitentiary. But Mrs. Macbeth 
was past 70 and in poor health and 
felt unequal to a part in an investiga- 
tion that called for such activity. 

At this juncture Mrs. Nell Corwin 
entered the case. A neighbor of Mrs. 
Hayden's, she had a 17-year-old son 
and a mother’s interest in young peo- 
ple. What she had heard of Joe from 
Mrs. Hayden made her, too, eager to 
know more about him and to be of 
help to him if he merited help. She 
agreed to aid Mrs. Hayden in the in 
vestigation

to Detroit and looked up Joe's record. 
They found that when he was 15 years 
old he had pleaded guilty of taking 
some brass from a box car in the com- 
pany of a gang of boys. He was sent 
to the State prison at Jackson for a 
vear. Then, on December 14, 1918, 
Thomas J. Houghton, cashier of a 
bank in Redford, a suburb of Detroit, 
was shot to death. Three days later 
Joe was arrested for the. crime—by 
the same officer who had arrested him 
in the previous case. Joe was found 
guilty. At a second trial, a year and 
a half later, he was convicted again 
and sentenced to life imprisonment. 

The women investigators examined 
the evidence given at the trial and 
talked to various persons who had 
been connected with the case. 


den says, “‘we simply wanted to 

discover the truth. We _ were 
looking for evidence to prove either in- 
nocence or guilt. All that we found in- 
dicated innocence very strongly. Aside 
from the statements of the officer who 
arrested Joe, everything we encoun- 
tered was in his favor. Even the Judge 
who presided at the trial wrote us that 
he. had always had grave doubts of 
Joe's guilt, both from the weakness of

murder impressed the women as being 
quite inconclusive. The identification 
was made by three witnesses who said 
they saw him, a stranger to them, on 
a poorly lighted street at 9:15 of a 
cloudy December night. On the other 
hand, Leo Schulte, a carpenter, testi- 
fied that Joe was being introduced to 
him at a skating rink at the time the 
crime was committed. 

Mrs. Hayden and Mrs. Corwin were 
convinced by what they learned on 
that first trip that Joe was innocent of 
the crime for which he was “doing 
life.” And they § forthwith «threw 
themselves with energy and intelli- 
gence into the task of having him 
freed—a task which was to engage 
them for three years. Time and mone} 
they gave unstintinely in the. work of 
getting what they believed was justice 
for an obscure convict whom they had 
never even seen. 

For it was only after they had de- 
voted themselves to his cause and had 
worked a vear on the case that they 
saw the prisoner. They went to the 
prison and talked with him for three 
hours in the presence of prison offi- 
cialis. They found Joe to be a dark, 
slender, quiet, rather bashful young 
fellow, plain featured, but likeable. He 
was very appreciative of what they 
were doing for him, but not very hope- 
ful that they would be successful in 
having him released. They had two 
more interviews with him while he 
was in prison. 

Mrs. Hayden occupied herself prin 
cipally with the evidence, Mrs. Corwin 
with interviewing prison and parole 
officers and others who could be ot 
assistance. These officials tried re 
peatedly to convinee the women that 
their cause was hopeless 

Mrs. Hayden bought a transcript ot 
the case and made a brief, showing 
contradictions in the evidence. She 
wrote to some of the most eminent le- 
gal experts in the country, asking for 
their advice. She sent a record of the 
evidence to Clarence Darrow, knowing 
that in his brilliant legal career he 
had often espoused the cause of the 
underdog. Darrow wfote that the evi- 
dence indicated Joe was innocent, but 
that he was too old and too tired to 
get into the fight. 

She interested John Barker Waite, 
professor of criminal law at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, in the case, and 
he supported the move for further 
consideration for Joe. He said the 
prisoner, despite the fact he had left 
school early and had been self-taught 
since, had a breadth of knowledge and 
an intelligence that would do credit to 
a university graduate 

[In their search tor facts, the two 
women located the alibi witness, and 
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he reiterated his certainty that Joe did 
not kill the cashier. They obtained 
from the foreman of the jury a state- 
ment that he had voted Joe guilty 
under a misapprehension. From the 
physician who had _ attended. the 
cashier after he -was shot they got a 
Statement to the effect that the dying 
man had said: ‘‘The man who shot 
me was the same man who held up the 
bank two years ago.’ This statement 
had not been brought out at the trial. 

Lawyers from whom the women 
sought advice said this evidence pro- 
vided sufficient basis for a new trial. 
But money was lacking for the ex- 
pensive process of getting the case 
again into court. Joe’s champions con- 
tinued their efforts to obtain clem- 
ency through prison and parole 
ficials. 

Determined to neglect no means of 
impressing these officials, they hit 
upon the idea of having Joe take the 
polygraph, or ‘“‘lie-detector,” test. 

ITH this idea in mind they 

wrote to the inventor of the 

instrument, Leonarde Keeler of 
Chicago, and also to the = scientific 
crime detection laboratory affiliated 
with Northwestern University, which 
included the polygraph in its scientific 
devices. Keeler suggested that the 
‘‘lie-detector’’ be used in connection 
with the drug, scopolamine, which 1s 
said to induce truth-telling 

The next step was to obtain permis- 
sion for the test to be made from pris- 
on authorities. Having been able to 
make little impression on these offi- 
cials thus far, Mrs. Hayden and Mrs. 
Corwin decided to keep in the back- 
ground in this move. They arranged 
for the request to be made by two

prominent Michigan men One ol 


these men, the head of a large corpo- 
ration, was enlisted as a supporter of 
Joe's cause only after he had had his 
attorney look into the case and had 
received the lawyer's report that the 
cause was meritorious. 

The request for the polvgraph test 
went to the Prison Commission, which 
voted to turn it over to the Pardon 
and Parole Commission. This body 
granted the plea, but only on condi- 
tion that the examination cost the 
State of Michigan nothing. 

In the presence of the Prison Board, 
two members of the State police, the 
Warden of the penitentiary and repre- 
sentatives of the press, the test was 
given. With the machine offering its 
check on the truthfulness of his an- 
swers, Joe was questioned about the 
killing of Cashier Houghton, The re- 
sult was reported to the two women 
waiting anxiously in Minneapolis in a

Dorothy Thompson is the daugh- 
ter of a Methodist minister.

Wearing evening dress, she de- 
parted hastily for Warsaw to cover 
the Pilsudski revolution, and part 
of the journey she had to make on 
foot—in satin slippers. Other cor- 
respondents got to Warsaw, too, 
but were delayed in sending their 
stories out by the censorship. 
Miss Thompson took her story to 
a village telegraph office, which 
hadn't heard of the censorship yet, 
and got it out. 

In Budapest, in 1923, she mar- 
ried Josef Bard, a writer. They 
were divorced in 1927—on the 
day she met Sinclair Lewis. That 
meeting took place at a dinner in 
Berlin. After dinner Lewis, with- 
out preamble, asked the blue-eyed 
journalist to marry him. The idea 
interested her, but she was not 
ready to admit, offhand, that it 
was a good one. Besides, the 
novelist was married at the time 
to someone else, although a di-
